The real argum ent is not over the truth of the 
( harges, but whether the conditions represent an actual 
danger to the future of tile Americ an people. 
The man who, hearing the criticism, replies “why 
don t you say something constructive" is telling us tacitly 
that he thinks the dangers unimportant. 
Fie is making an escape from realism— unwilling to 
face the implications of the facts in his own mind. 
I Ie is twin brother to the other critic of the Repub­ 
lican view' on national affairs— the man who says such 
* harges are a “ fear campaign 
If the Republican charges are conceded to be true 
and accurate, then this nation faces perils of the most 
desperate sort— the death of democracy and the destruc­ 
tion of all property rights. 
C om m unism enters the picture because only com­ 
munism has ever found means of selling such a program 
to the principal sufferers under it, the common people. 
De fense of American liberty and economic integrity 
from such a danger is as constructive and patriotic a pro- 
gtarn as can be imagined. 
Calling for “ something constructive’ in addition is 
dimply to criticize a man who says the house is on fire 
because he wants to call the fire department instead of the 
architect.
